BYU  Nine  Romps  Lobos; 
Colo.  State  College  Next

Brigham  Young  University 
baseball  team  pulled  a “Casey’s 
Revenge,’’  much  to  the  delight  of 
all  Cougarville.  by  awarding 
Coach  Jay  VanNoy  with  his  first 
Skyline  championship  by  trounc- 
ing New  Mexico  for  two  straight 
wins  over  the  weekend,  11-2  and 
9-3. 


Two  months  ago,  there  was 
little  joy  in  “Mudville”  as  Casey, 
mighty  Casey,  (i.e.  Cougars)  had 
dropped  their  first  two  confer- 
ence games  to  perennial  rival 
Utah  Redskins,  and  as  they  sat 
sadly  at  the  bottom  of  the  Sky- 
line standings. 

NCAA  Playoffs 

But  revenge  came  to  the  Cou- 
gars in  the  Lobo  series;  now  they 
set  their  sights  on  Colorado 
State  College  and  a berth  in  the 
NCAA  playoffs. 

Veteran  righthander  Glen 
Hatch,  who  tossed  a three-hitter; 
to  beat  Utah  last  Monday  and 
send  the  Cougars  into  the  play- 
offs, allowed  the  Lobos  only  six 
scattered  singles  in  the  opener 
Friday.  His  teammates  got  be- 
hind him,  as  they  pounded  three 
New  Mexico  hurlers  for  14  safe- 
ties and  11  big  runs. 

The  two  runs  scored  off  Hatch 
were  both  unearned,  coming  as 
a direct  result  of  the  only  two 
errors  the  Cougars  committed  in 
the  series. 

Saturday  morning  BYU’s 
heavy  artillery  continued  to 
bombard  Skyline  hurlers,  as  they 
pounded  Lobo  ace  righthander 
Jarvis  Ivy  for  14  hits  and  9 runs. 
The  Cougars  winningest  pitcher 
Joe  DeGregario  went  all  the  way 
for  the  victors. 

Real  Trouble 

The  “Digger"  was  in  real 
trouble  on  three  different  oc- 
casions. In  the  first  inning  the 
Lobos  got  three  of  their  ten  hits 
to  score  a run.  Again  in  the 
sixth,  when  Dick  Howell  singled 
in  two  runs,  but  was  thrown  out 
by  Tom  Phillips  as  he  tried  to 
stretch  it  to  a double. 

But  the  real  threat  was  in  the 
eighth  when  the  Lobos  got  four 
hits,  but  failed  to  score.  With 


runners  on  first  and  second  Joe 
Unterberg  hit  a solid  single  to 
left,  but  when  Bob  Fink  tried  to 
score  from  second,  Phillips  cut 
loose  to  throw  the  runner  out 
at  the  plate.  Catcher  Wayne 
Gares  singled  to  load  the  bases, 
but  then  DeGregario  got  Hal 
Finch  to  hit  into  a double  play 
to  end  the  threat. 


Hatch  Hits 

In  the  opener  Hatch  not  only 
pitched  superbly,  but  shared 
slugging  honors  with  Mac  Mad- 
sen and  Paul  Haynie.  Hatch,  who 
hadn’t  hit  safely  all  season,  got 
three  solid  safeties  as  did  Hay- 
nie while  Madsen  got  two  hits, 
but  one  was  a two-run  homer. 

DeGregario  also  helpfed  his 
own  cause  with  two  base  hits, 
one  of  them  driving  in  two  runs 
in  the  second  inning  to  put  the 
Cougars  ahead  to  stay.  Hugh 
McMillan  scored  three  of  the 
Cougar  runs  in  that  game,  one 
of  them  coming  on  a home  run 
over  the  left,  center  field  fence.
